Achesoii Has No 
Worries as to Hig 
Associates He 
Tells Governors

SPRINGS, W. Va., June 20 
-=-(5*)—Secretary of State 
Acheson told the nation's 
governors today that the 
State Department is "a good, 
clean loyal outfit." 


Answering questions put to him 


by governors at a round table 
discussion, the secretary-^answered 
—without mentioning the source 
—charges by Senator McCarthy 
(R.-Wis.) that the department is 
jirfested with Communists. 


Contrary to this, Acheson said 


feat he has "no worries about my 
association." 


The cabinet officer told of quiet 


efforts he said had been made 
to weed out possible subversives 
who might have been taken on 
when war-time agencies were ab- 
•orbed by the State Department 
Then he added: 


"We are satistied, so far as any- 


body can be satisfied in this un- 
certain world, that we have a 
good, clear, loyal department." 


Aeheson also apparently took 


note of McCarthy's jibes at him 
*c "the Red dean of Washington." 
The secretary said of State De- 
partment loyalty investigators: 


VFW Commander 


t "They just have to take my 
wwn security for granted." 


Acheson launched his defense 


ol his co-workers after he had 
urged the governors in an open- 
ing statement to help recruit 
"apostles of democracy'' to send 
to backward nations to help them 
improve their way of life. 


He said that President Truman's 


"point four" program for assist- 
ance of such areas is tinder "iso- 
lationist" attack in Congress. 


Discussing the Far East in par- 


ticular, Acheson said that Asia 
does not want a Marshall plan of 
economic aid such as that which j 
this country ie carrying on 
Europe. 


Different in Asia 
The countries of Asia are so 


different in makeup that such a 
plan •would not work, he said. In- 
stead, he said help must be given 
io them individually to •work out 
their own problems. 


Gov, William Preston Lane Jr., 


of Acheson's home state of Mary- 
land asked the secretary whether 
he has complete confidence in the 
department he heads. 


Acheson said he does because 


lie has almost grown up with the 
JState 
Department 
through 
10 


years of association with it. 
"I don't want to give the im- 


pression that I started shining the 
spitoons and grew into them," 
h« said as the governors laughed. 


Acheson said he knows all of 


the top people among the depart- 
ment's 20,000 employes and has 
sent many of them into 
the 


world's most dangerous places. He 
added: 


"I have never had a squawk 


from them at the danger and in- 
convenience involved." 


Acheson praised the work ot 


Philip C. Jessup, ambassador at 
large, whom McCarthy has at- 
tacked for alleged pro-Communist 
affiliations. 


Remarking that he had known 


Jessup for 25 years, the secretary 
said that "one of the lew good 
things about recent ciiticism is 
that it has made Jessup deter- 
mined to remain in (the State De- 
partment)." 


He said Jessup had decided to 


quit but after he was criticized 
by McCarthy had said: -'I'll be 
dog-goned if I'll quit now."

Webb, who he said had organized 
the State Department into an ef- 
ficient operating unit. 
Acheson 


also commended the work of other 
assistants.

HOLLYWOOD. Jxine, 20—UP)— 


Judy Garland cut her throat in a 
fit of anguish, her studio disclosed 
today. The wound is not serious, 


After Miss Garland's husband, 


Vincent Minelli, earlier 
denied 


such a report, Ralph Wheelwright, 
studio publicity aide, made the 
following statement to reporters 
who gathered at the distraught 
actress' palatial pink mansion on 
Sunset Boulevard. 


"Miss Garland was in conference 


last night at about six o'clock at 
8850 Evansview Drive (another 
louse of Miss Garland's) with her 
lusband Vincent Minelli, her busi- 
ness manager, Carlton Alsop, and 
her secretary, Myrtle Tully. They 
were discussing Miss Garland's 
future. At one point in the dis- 
cussion, Miss Garland who has 
been under strain and ill became 
very dispondent and hysterical and 
rushed from the living r o o m 
through the bedroom and into the 
bathroom, locking the door behind 
her. She broke a drinking glass 
and with the bioken glass made a 
superficial laceration on her throat. 


Min^lli got her to open the door 


and she was immediately very re- 
pentant and "weeping. They sent 
for Dr. Francis Ballard who treat- 
ed the wound.

Doughlon Asserts 
Amount Fixed 
Over Opposition

WASHINGTON, June 20—(JP)— 


Chairman Doughton 
(D-NC) ol 


the tax-fiaming House ways and 
means committee said today he 
believes a $433,000,000 tax boost j 
the committee has voted for cor- 
porations "goes too tar." 


The top Democratic tax mana- 


ger disclosed m an interview thai 
the committee put the boost into 
its general tax bill over his per- 
sonal opposition. He said 14 com- 
mittee Democrats voted for it. He 
and 10 Republicans were opposed. 


Doughton did not indicate what 


position he would take when (he 
bill goes to the House floor next 
week for a vote. 


If he openly opposes tiie rise 


then, his position might be de- 
cisive in event of a close divi- 
sion in the House. As chairman of 
the committee, Doughton will be 
in charge of the bill. 
He also 


wields considerable personal in- 
fluence with many legislators on 
tax "matters, 
Designed to Offset Cut 
The bill cuts excise taxes by 


$1,010,000,000. The boost in cor- 
porate taxes was designed to off- 
set this cut in par' and win pre- 
sidential approval of the measure, 


Doughton indicated he would 


support a moderate rise in corpo- 
ration taxes but told newsmen: 


"I want to pick up more reve- 


nue by closing tax law loopholes 
instead of piling up taxes on cor- 
porations which, everybody knows 
are hidden taxes ultimately paid 
by the consumers." 


The House ways and means 


committee voted the $433,000,000 
in new corporation taxes late yes- 
terday. 


This would cut the tax load of 


small corporations earning from 
$5,000 to $167.000- but jump the 
present 38 per cent income tax 
rate for the biggest corporations 
to almost 41 per cent.

Hollywood Probe 
Under Chairman Wood

WASHINGTON. — The more you look into the 


operations of Congressman John S. Wood of 
Georgia, the more it appears that he merits as 
much investigation as the witnesses appearing 
before his Un-American Activities committee. 


Not only did the Congressman take 'a $1,000 


lee from a crippled boy injured by an Army 
truck, in return for passing legislation; not only 
did he put his servant on the government pay- 
roll at $50 a week while that servant actually 
worked most ot th« time in Wood's home; but 
j* addition it appeaw ifaa* Wood aoaniwd t»

postpone th« investigation of Cenamunist aettvl- 
tie« in Hollywood. 


When Wood became chairman of th« Un- 


American Activities commit!** in July, 1645, 
one of his first jobs on the calendar wag to probe 
reports that various key writers for th« film 
industry were Communists. Congressman Dies 
of the old Dies committee had collected various 
information on this, and Wood even sent an 
investigator to Hollywood. 


But, for some mysteriotis reason, the probe 


never came off while Wood was chairman tut 
th« committee. Why is the big question. 


The answer can be traced to Louis B. Mayer 


of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer and to an obscure 
Georgia lawyer, Edgar Dunlap, in Congressman 
Wood's home district, to whom Mayer paid * 
whopping big fee. 


That any of his fee was passed on to ihe 


Congressman is vigorously denied, just as Wood 
proclaims to high heaven that he knew nothing 
about the $1,000 fee which his office secretary, 
Carl Tallant. collected from the boy who was 
hit by an Army truck. 
MGM Goes to Georgia 
It is interesting to note, however, that Dunlap 


wrote to Mayer during the course of the Holly- 
wood probe, reporting that everything had beer 
taken care of with his Congressman. It is also 
significant that Louis B. Mayer had slews of 
high-priced lawyeis in Washington whom he 
could call on and did not need to reach down 
into Georgia to hire a hitherto unknown friend 
of Chairman Wood. Among Washington counsel 
for the motion picture industry are James 
Byrnes, former secretary of state; Paul McNutt, 
former "governor ot" Indiana and high commis- 
sioner of the Philippines; while Eric JohnsUm, 
chief representative of the industry, knows his 
way around in Washington better than almost 
anyone else. 


In addition. Major's personal Washington at- 


torneys induced astut* Alfons Landa, partner 
of Ambassador Joe Davies; and Ellsworth Al- 
vord, a great friend ot Senator George of 
Georgia, Ignoring these, however, Louis B. 
Mayer selected an unknown attorney m the 
home district of the chairman of the Un-Amen- 
can Activities committee to handle the Holly- 
wood probe. 


Mayer's judgment was good. For Dunlap's 


friend, Congressman Wood, puttered around 
with his much-ballyhooed probe, but he never 
did hold it. Louis J. Russell went to Hollywood 
for the committee in 1945,-and collected impor- 
tant information about Communist film writers. 
This was supplemented by two ex-FBI agents, 
H. A Smith and A. B. Leckie. 


But Congressman Wood, then chairman of 


the Un-American Activities committee, did 
nothing with this material. He waited a year 
and a half, until December, 1946, by which time 
the Democrats had been defeated and the Re- 
publicans were within 30 days of taking over 
Then he went to Hollywood, was wined and 
dined, and given the usual treatment. But that 
was all. He made no investigation. 


And it was not until Wood stepped down as 


chairman during the 80th Congress, and the 
Republicans took over, that the Hollywood 
probe began. It was under the Republicans that 
various" screen writers and producers were sum- 
moned to Washington, »» m result of which 10 
writers hav« now been convicted. 


Virtually all the information which the Re- 


publicans used had previously been collected 
by the old Dies committee or by Wood'i in- 
vestigators. Yet he did not us« it. 


Dunlap's Admissions 
Edgar Dunlap, the Gainesville, Ga., attorney 


whom Louis B. Mayer selected to represent him, 
is a big, bluff, prosperous-looking gentleman 
who, when interviewed, at first denied that h« 
knew Mayer, except to say that he had met 
him casually on the MGM movie lot in Holly- 
wood in 1946. 


Questioned further, Dunlap admitted that he 


had known Mayer earlier, having met him 
through Carter Barron, the Georgia gentleman 
who represents Wood in Washington and who 
is an intimate friend of Congressman Wood 


At first. Dunlap denied he had ever written 


to Mayer "except maybe a Christmas card." 
Later, he admitted that he had written to Mayer 
and reported that he had arranged with Con- 
giessman Wood to let Mayer testify before the 
Un-American Activities committee on a certain 
date so he would not be kept waiting in Wash- 
ington. 


After 
Dunlap's memory 
was revived, he 


finally admitted that he had received a fee from 
Mayer. The fee is reported to have been $25,000, 
though Dunlap refused to say how much it was. 


He also claimed the fee was paid him for 


expediting a shipment of Mayer's horses in 
Chicago during the war when there was a 
tangle over an ICC legulation. 


•'Well, how is it," Dunlap was asked, "that 


Louis B. Mayer, with a battery of high-priced 
lawyeis, some of them in Chicago and some in 
Washington, goes clown to Georgia to get you 
to arrange for the shipment of his horses?" 


This seemed to stump Mr. Dunlap. He had 


no explanation except to say that he had met 
Mayer through Carter Barron in Washington 
and they tiad become great friends. This, of 
course was in. contradiction to Dunlap's earlier 
statement that he knew Mayer only casually. 
Wood "Our Only Friend" 
Finally, after Wood stepped down from the 


chairmanship of the Un-Arnerican Activities 
committee, the Republicans, on Oct. 21, 1947, 
proceeded 
with the 
long-delayed probe of 


Hollywood just two years and six months after 
Wood first sent investigators to California. 


And on the night of October 20, Paul McNutt, 


attorney for the motion picture producers, and 
Eric Johnston, czar of the motion picture in- 
dustry, met privately with two attorneys for 
the motion picture writers—Hartley Crum and 
Robert Kenny, former attorney general of Cali- 
fornia. At that time, the screen writers and the 
producers were putting up a common front; 
and very significantly McNutt and Johnston 
told Crum and Kenny: 


"The only man who is friendly t» u« on the 


committee is Congressman Wood Qf 
Georgia. 


We have had trouble getting him up here, but 
we're going to meet his tram tomorrow and 
hustle him up to the hearing. He is the nearest 
approach we have to Senator McFarland of 
Arizona who helped us out i=n the Ny« investi- 
gation of Hollywood."

trusted friend, Congressman Wood, protected 
Louis B. Mayer, the man who sent a fat fee

IK a tiny living organism 


too small to see under the ordi- 
nary miscioscope. 
This virus is 


difficult to grow outside the hu- 
man body, but it has been pos- 
sible to study it in monkeys and 
in a few other expeumental ani- 
mals. 


Consequenllv, it is now known 


that there are ..it least tv\o kinds 
of polio viruses and possibly this 
is the reason why second attacks 
of the disease have been reported 
once in a while. 


How is this vuus spread"1 Pro- 


bably it is from faiily close con- 
tact between someone harboring 
the virus and a susceptible per- 
son. 
The virus has been found 


in waters contaminated by human 
waste and on flies, but it is likely 
that human infections «ire usually 
contracted by fairly close contact. 


It is believed, too, that the in- 


cubation, penod — that is the 
time between the e.xposuie to the 
virus and 
the development 
of 


symptoms — i* between one and 
two weeks. 


it is also believed 
that most 


people who have not had polio di'e 
susceptible to the virus and that 
children from 1 to 16 yeais of 
age are as 
<» group moi e suscep- 


tible than older people, although 
poho also attacks older people oc- 
casionally. 


What we know now is the re- 


sult of painstaking research and 
there is every reason to expect 
that investigations of the future 
\\ill continue to hack away at the 
problem until it becomes solved. 


This research is now being con- 


ducted in many parts of the world 
and is being suppoited in the Un- 
ited States very largely by the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis which so many citizens 
support in the annual March of 
Dimes campaign. 
Since there is no knoun way of 


pieventing polio, what precautions 
can be used? Early diagnosis is.

General Control 
Other than these mcasuies the 


general opinion is that about all 
that can be done is to take, cer- 
tain steps in gcnei al control such 
as to be aware of unusual out- 
breaks of polio, to isolate chil- 
dren who have ic\er until the 
diagnosis of its cause has been 
found, 
tn kerp 
children 
away 


from urmeccbsnry contacts such as 
crowds or movies, to a\oid ex- 
cessive phvsiral exercise and to 
postpone any but urgent opera- 
tions around the nose, throat or 
mouth. 


These preventive measures do 


not need to be taken, however, 
except in those areas m which 
there is an unusual amount of 
polio; paients should not feel that 
they must icstutt the acth itics of 
their children all summer unless 
there is a more than average 
amount of infantile paralysis in 
the community.

In Anti-Tax Crusade 


Would Prohibit The Sale 
Of Toys That Are Warlike

The parliament of western Ger- 


many has under consideration an 
extraordinary 
measure 
which 


might well be studied by other 
nations of our troubled world. 


That is a proposal, introduced 


by Chancellor Adenauer's Chris- 
tian 
Democratic 
party, 
which 


would prohibit the manufacture 
or sale of warlike toys in western 
Germany. v It also asks that the 
allied high commission forbid the 
members of the occupation forces 
to give such toys to German chil- 
dren. 


This odd measure obviously is 


inspired by the fact that warlike 
toys-tend to create glorification of 
war in youthful, minds. 
In that 


sense such playthings may be 
breeders 
of 
aggression 
which 


shows itself in later years. 


Germany knows all this from 


harsh experience 
through many 


generations. 
The 
Prussianism 


which has been responsible for 
two world wars, among others, 
has started its monstrous teach- 
ings of militarism with the tiny 
folk, and the first lessons have 
been disguised in warlike toys of 
all sorts. 
It isn't strange therefore, that, 


despite the crushing defeat which 
Germany has suffered as the re- 
sult of the Hitlerian aggression, 
the most popular toys on sale 
last winter should have been im- 
plement of war.

been wasted over the appointment 
of five men to boards who spend 
about 3.5% of the city's tax reve- 
nue. 


"While the street surfacing pro- 


gram has suffered for lack of a 
budget with which to buy materi- 
als, while the fire department has 
not known how to buy replace- 
ment equipment, and while the 
sanitary department 
has 
not 


t known how many men it can era- 
ploy lor either • garbage disposal, 
or for the maintenance of our new 
Wwage disposal plants and pumps; 
we have heard much about the 
Park and the Hospital boards. 


"We have yet to hear one per- 


son mentioned publically for City 
Counselor, Fire Chief, Assistant 
Fire Chief, Firemen, Policemen, 
Building Inspector, Meter Inspec- 
tor, Plumbing Inspector, Pound- 
master or Dog Tax Collector, al- 
though we have heard much in 
private about Mr, George Miller 
for City Counselor; even to the ef- 
fect that the council might name 
who they pleased to all of the 
other offices if the Mayor could 
have Mr. Miller. 


"While the vital functions of the 


city have been limping along with 
hold-over officials who do not 
know from day to day they have 
a job; reports have reached our 
ears that the Mayor has been ap- 
proaching the relatives and friends 
of the council members asking if 
they have any ''influence" with the 
councilman that might aid him in 
getting the indispensable Mr. Mil- 
ler appointed. 


"At the earliest meeting of the 


Council with the Mayor, all of the 
couneilmen agreed that the City 
Counselor should be, like the 
Mayor, a Repiiblican. We suggest 
that Mr. Martin, Mr. Wolfe, Mr 
Lamm, Mr. Gibson and Mr. Craw- 
ford were outstanding and capable 
lawyers with the city's interest at 
heart, and told the mayor that we 
would agree to the appointment 
of any one of them, but as yet 
none of their names have been 
mentioned. 


"For board 
appointments 
we 


have been embarrased on having 
to vote "No" on the names of some 
of our good friends, but we be- 
lieve that the mayor has violated 
the principles of fair play and has 
been remiss of the best interests 
of the city in his attempts to fill 
these boards. On the Park board 
we were •willing to let the mayor 
name two of the three members, 
if on« member were nominated 
•who we lelt would have whole- 
heartedly "the interests of Wash- 
ington, Center and Housel Parks 
at heart, and who had been a 
resident of East Sedalia 
long 


enough to know the people and 
their needs who use these parks. 
Until such a member is nominated 
we feel that we serve the best in- 
terests of Sedalia as a \vhole by 
voting "No" on every name sub- 
mitted. 


"We see no reason to change 


the Hospital board. The mayor 
has in his possession a letter from 
the Medical Staff of Bothwell Hos- 
pital stating that the present board 
is th« most able, co-operative and 
best functioning of any experienc- 
ed by the staff, and, we are not 
wjlling to make a political football 
of appointments on a board which 
in. some measure might mean the 
life or death of some seriously ill 
citizen of Sedalia. 


"While preaching economy the 


mayor has proposed a levy which 
in effect raises the property tax 
and the merchants'tax 10%. The 
general fund this year is set at 
94c tax per $100.00 against 3Qc 
tax per $100.00 last year, and sav- 
ings of 14c has not been passed 
on to the taxpayers which was 
•possible as a result of the smaller 
amounts needed for bond interest 
and bond retirement. 


"W«, too, are unable to see any 


great difference in sound business 
judgment in voting an increase in 
salary to the city clerk than in 
voting a $600.00 a year increase to 
another city official, which was 
one of the mayor's last acts as an 
alderman. We are also aware that 
the mayor • has stated in private 
that the duties of the clerk well 
merited a raise. All of the coun-

Not so Ted Williams, He is at 


sword's points with all but a few 
Boston 3-iewspapermen. And the 
exchange of insults. between Wil- 
liams and Fenway park's leftfield 
bleacher crowd has already caus- 
ed an explosion. 


Does the constant booing .of the 


fans affect his hitting? Does he 
trace that to the batting' slump 
he underwent recently that drop- 
ped his average down below .300? 


"I don't give a damn about the 


fans," says the great Boston Red 
Sox outfielder. "Most of them can 
go to hell. They don't bother me 
one damn bit. They've' been on 
me for years but I'm not worry- 
ing one bit. Let 'ejnn boo all they 
want and let 'em cheer me 
they want. I'll ignore them 
the same. If they get on me tod 
m u c h 
I'm 
just 
hot-tempered 


enough to tell them exactly what 
I think of them. 


"The majority of the fans are 


all right but those bums in left 
field are just plain morons. They 
say I take offense too easily but 
there isn't a man alive who coulc 
take all that filthy abuse those 
guys out there hand out withou 
dishing some of it back," 


Why doesn't he get along with 


the writers? 
Interested In "Dirt" 
"They dan go to hell too. No 


all. 
But 
most o.f them. 
They 


wail because I won't bother with 
them. Why should I, when all 
they're interested in Is digging 
up dirt. They lurk behind pillar* 
hoping to catch you 
in some 


wrong. Sports writers today don't 
care about facts and figures. All 
they're interested in is your per- 
sonal lite. Give the fans figures 
records, scores. That's what they 
want, not what does Joe Doakef 
have for breakfast in the morn- 
ing." 


A Boston newspaperman, Al 


Hershberg of the Post, offers an 
explanation for Williams' attitude 
towards fans and sports writer:- 
alike: 


"Hn's the toughest person in the 


world to figure out. He'll'do any- 
thing in the world for the under- 
dog. But for some reason he'll not 
get along with a 'fellow who can 
help him. such as newspapermen 
for instance. 
Liberal In Charity 
"He'll donate to charity, help 


poor families, visit sick people in 
hospitals, hand 
out 
dozens 
o< 


free, autographed baseballs — a.1 
long RS he gets no publicity from 
it. Just let him find out .that you 
intend to put it in the papers and 
he'll have nothing to do with you 


"He just doesn't want people tc 


see he's a nice guy. He's greal 
with people individually but hate; 
people collectively." 


Very few Boston writers talk 


to Williams except when neces- 
sary. 
And that's the way Ted 


wants it., 


On the other hand there's Leo 


Ciioutier, sports 
editor 
of 
the 


Manchester 
(N.H.) Union. 
He 


swears by Williams. 


"The trouble with the Boston 


writers," Cloutier says, "is tha' 
they don't take time out to gel 
to know the real Williams. 
He 


has his eccentricities and he's, 
great copy so they exploit his 
weaknesses to the limit. 


"But. 
if they took pains to find 


out the real Williams they'd find 
him to be one of the most gen- 
erous and''finest fellows in the 
world. He has great virtues. He 
never lies. If he gives his word 
you can depend upon it no matter 
what the cost. As a friend, he'; 
the most loyal in the world." 


Ted makes no bones about the 


fact that he was one of the big- 
gest advocates of the clubhouse 
ban imposed in Boston on writer: 
this season. 


"Sure, I voted to keep them 


out. Who wants those guys hang- 
ing around while you're taking a 
shower," he rasps. 
"Can't they 


give us some privacy?"
